Alexander S. Williams, who died re- 
cently. 

Williams was a policeman of the old 
schooL SoMthBW thap called him 
*^ clnbber,** and at others 'the csar 

of the Tenderloin." He earned both 
titles, the former breaking heads of 
thugs on the lower east side and the 
pu hoose district, and the latter by 
Ua oondoet daring the eleren'yaafa he 
was In command oC ttie West Thirtieth 
street precinct. 

In 1866 Williams tired of ship car- 
pentry, tbe trade be bad learned, and 
beoaao a policeman. Hia first post 
was flB SoQstOB streetf whno tte 
toughest men in the city ccaigrogated. 
Their sijcoinlty was "beating cops," 
but they did not beat Williams, Pick- 
ing out tbe toughest of tbe gang, Wil- 
liams thrashed hia thnreaghly. There- 
after tho Bsw psiteasMia waa aat troa- 
bled. 

In 1872 he was made captafal aaSant 

to the East Thirty-fifth street station. 
Gangs ruled the neighborhood, but the 
new captain ^dubbed them into snb- 
missioo. 

It was In ISIS that Williams was 
sent to the West Thirtieth street sta- 
tion, controlliiic: tlie <listrlet given over 
to gambling and all night revels. He 
retired oo a psaalon after the Lexow 
Invrstlgatlen.

Halifax, N. S.— Twenty-one survivors 
of die British steamer Coronada. which 

was torpedoed I'lO miles off the Irish 
coast, arrived on a Briti.sb steamer, 
which picked them up nine hours after 
tlie^ Coronada went down.* Nine men 
were leat hy the capalshig of thsh Hfo> 
boat. 

Tbe survivors reiwrted they had 
scarcely reached the deck of the rescu- 
ing steamer than they witnessed a 
tlullling battle between another tramp 
and a snbauudaa^ la which the 
probably reeelred tts death- 
blow. One of the Coronada's men said : 
"I was looking aft when 1 saw what 
looked to i)e a steamer coming up 
astern. She was making pretty good 
time consideriag the class that comes 
around as coiio bsolB. I lock the 
glasses^nd saw that tho steamer was 
in action with a submarine and was 
certainly holding her own. As I watch- 
ed I saw a spurt of smoke issue from 
Iter stem gun and lilt dangeroasly 
dsao to tho p stlaeopo of tho aabaw- 
rhiSL As tho shot struck the sobmarlne 
came to tbe surface, a^d a second later 
I .vuw tbe water shooc liko o paysar 
aluui;side the Uiitlsber. 

"Before tbe submarine could get un- 
der water tho tramp latamed this Are. 
As I watched tho SBhBMiiliio 1 saw s 
shot land right at her side. There was 
a gush of water, and when the sea bad 
quieted down once more there were no 
signs of the German craft Whether 
she was sunk by tbe last shot of tbe 
Britishar or whether ahp ■aaapad to 
escape I eaanot say, hat 1Mb f ihow- 
that the battle ended In a manner 
which left little doubt as to who bad

WINS OVRR COMMQMWRALTH. 

The Louisville & Nashville Rail- 
road Company w»n over Uie Com- 
monwealth in its appeal from a ver- 
dict of $300 fine in the EsUU CircuH 
Court for flailing to mn a passenger 
train over the branch from Irvine to 
Winchester, January 5. 1916. The road 
began running passenger trains last 
May. and contended that it had not 
run passenger trains prior to that time 
gecause it was unsafe as the roadbed 
was new. It had been running freight 
trains. The law requires a passenger 
train daUy each way; hnt the Court of 
Appeals, ta an opinion hy Jadgo Car- 
roll, said it would be unreasDuable to 
fine a railroad tor not running trains 
when it was unsafe, if the failure was 
not tho fault of the railroad, and li
